MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS SPOKESMAN HAD NO COMMENT ON SUBJECT AT 
MORNING PRESS CONFERENCE OF APR. 4 EXCEPT TO SAY THAT NO RESULTS 
WERE OBTAINED AS THE TWO SIDES FAILED TO AGREE ON AGENDA. REPORT

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PROPOSED AGENDAS: GVN FAVORS DISCUSSION OF ELECTIONS, NATIONAL

VIETNAM PRESS HAS NOW CHARGED THE COMMUNISTS WITH A TOTAL OF 9,676 
CEASEFIRE VIOLATIONS AS OF 0600 APR. 4, DURING WHICH 15,802 
COMMUNIST SOLDIERS HAVE BEEN KILLED AND 209 CAPTURED ( THE 
CAPTURED FIGURE HAS NOT CHANGED SINCE MAR. 18). RVNAF HAS 
SUFFERED 3,462 KILLED, 16,745 WOUNDED AND 949 MIA. IN ADDITION, 

510 CIVILIANS HAVE BEEN KILLED, 1,441 WOUNDED AND ANOTHER 954 
ABDUCTED.
